recters of the road). I say relatively the 
Canadian Pacific is well off (asked for land 
| enough to accommodate a population of 25,- 
| 600,000 people now and more to be reserved 
by order-in-council, and got it). I was ab- 
sent when the reductions were made (but 
I knew all about it just the same), and I 
know that each person feels that an injus- 
tice has been done him when he is made to 
suffer. He is not naturally able to look up- 
| on the broad features of the situation (with 
las broad a grin as a man who has success- 
fully unloaded). But I understand that the 
utmost care was taken by M. Shaughnessy 
| to make the hardship fall as light as pos- 
(It was done in Arkansas years ago 
by a man who made his economical repu- 
tation by it). That 1s to say, as far as pos- 
sille new men were dismissed and old serv- 
ants, those who had given long and efficient 
service (and were well posted) were retain- 
ed, which is proper principle (uothing like 

b owing one’s own trumpet in emergencies). 

But is this not what you or I would have 

done in our private business in the economy 
of our households? A man who has a com- 
fortable im me and keeps a dozen domes- 
ties (Dives) will not retain the services of 
euch (Lazari) if that income be seriously di 
minished, and if it still shrinks he must 
vecommmodate bis household to the (sack and 
the) altered conditions of things. The great 
| need is retrenchment in all departments of 
individual and national iife (except the C. 
Pp. R. freight rates), and frowning down up- 
on the schemes which demand the money of 
the English capitalist (before we have time 
to scoop it in) and which can never come to 
anything practical (when the C. P. R. are 
not in it. Canada has suffered from this 
in reputation already (mark the contradic- 
tion following). She stands better in the 
| Loudon market than the other colonies, and 
you saw how her loan was taken up recent- 
iy. (The Great Northern Railway stock is 
very good, isit not? And they are coming 
| direct. to Victoria; not the C. P. R. in dis- 
guise of course). There is plenty of money 
when once you are able to establish confi- 
dence (nothing like confidence) in your se- 
curities (as we did with the C. P. R. while 
we had the government guarantee). But if 
you float schemes (hostile to the C. P. R.) 
which can never havea place in the coun- 
try (if we can prevent it), which meet no 
want (of ours), and which demand the pub- 
he money (which we are all after), your 
credit will sink, for confidence (and govern- 
ment backing) is the basis, the soul of all 

business. The country (and the C. P. R) 

does not at present need any more large 
/schemes involving enormous outlays of 
money. (It would not for some time if the 
C. P.R. had been located where nature in- 
dicated) Let us use such enterprises as 
we have at present and do our utmost to 
make them prosperous and permanent (€8- 
pecially the C. P. R. personification of 
selfishness). Take the case of New Zea- 
land among the colonies. She got money 
(She built no C. P. R.) She suffer-

Some suggestions for the prevention of 
prairie fires, made by Professor Macoun, 
naturalist, of the Dominion geological de- 
partment. “Along the lines of railway, 
proper fire-gaards would do much towards 
prevention, but mgid rules holding section 
men reeponsible for all fires along the lines 
of railways would do more. Section 
men should be required by law to bura dar- 
ing the first week in July all the grass be- 
tween the railway and the fire guard, or as 
soon thereafter as the dryness of the grass 
will permit, and afterwards proceed to any 
emoke that may be seen rising near the rail 
way within the limite of their sectinn. 
Rome simple plan like this would prevent 
nearly all the fires that constantly occur 
along the Canadian Pacitic and other rail 
ways, as wearly all the fires set by the 
engines occur in the afternoon and could 
be reported at the first section house by the 
covductor of the train that either started 
the fire or saw it.”
